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KENTUCKY AND LIQUOR 

Kentucky bos ft provision In Its 
State Constitution known ns Amend¬ 
ment No. 7, whleh prohibits the Manu¬ 
facture and sale of all intoxicating 
liquors. If Kentucky proceeds along 
the line that the United States fol¬ 
lowed In order to legalise the snle of, 
Intoxlcnnts the Legislature which 
meets in January should provide a 
resuhmlsslon of Amendment No. 7 to 
the Htnte Constitution. Under the Con¬ 
stitution tills nmemlment cannot be 
voted upon at a Federal election, so 
no election on the amendment can tie 
held In Kentucky until November, 
1034, and then If the voters of the 
State fnvor the repeal of the amend¬ 
ment the Legislature of 1030 could 
provide for the control of the liquor 
business. 

The extreme wets are advocating 
the repeal of the Rnsli-Gulllon Act at 
the session of the Legislature which 
meets In January. This Is the enforce¬ 
ment net passed under the provision 
of the Constitution fixing punishment 
for violating that provision of the 
Constitution. Of course if the Rnsli- 
Gullion Act was repealed there could 
he no punishment for those who sold 
liquor in violation of the Constitution 
beenuse there would be no law provid¬ 
ing for such punishment. It Is hardly 
conceivable, however, that the State 
Legislature will agree to such a pro¬ 
posal as to disregard the Constitution 
by repealing in advance the enforce¬ 
ment law. The United States Oovern- 
Act, which is the enforcement provi¬ 
sion of the Federal Constitution, but 
repealed the provision of the Consti¬ 
tution Itself and of course that, when 
repealed, destroyed the Volstead Act. 
This is the only proper procedure in 
Kentucky. It Is unthinkable that a 
State would thru its Legislature un¬ 
dertake to destroy enforcement, as 
long as the provision remained in the 
Constitution prohibiting sale and man¬ 
ufacture. The State will hardly be¬ 
come lawless in the treatment of this 
subject. Furthermore, the Amendment 
No. 7 distinctly provides that the Leg¬ 
islature shall pass laws to protect the 
provision of the Constitution by pro¬ 
viding penalties for those violating. 
With this mandatory provision in the 
Constitution it looks like the llash- 
Gullion Act would have to remain 
upon the statute books and prohibi¬ 
tion remain in effect until after the 
amendment Is repealed by a vote of 
the people at the November election 
in 11)34.—Elizabethtown News.

Business Leadership 


A CHANGE as significant ns any 
In American economic thinking Is now 
In Its first stnges. It Implies the 
relegation of money to a secondary 
place among the rewards of iiniisunl 
achievement or service. 

The keynote of this ehnnge was 
picked up by Henry A. Wallace, Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture, in bis address 
at Muneie, Indiana: 

“We need a new type of business 
man who Is willing to . . . devote all 
Ills talents to bringing about a fair, 
workable relation between the income 
of lnhor, the Income of agriculture 
and at the same time receive only a 
small return on capital and a modest 
salary.” 

Such a hope seems to run counter to 
experience. The ‘‘salary incentive" has 
been one of tho most cherished idols 
of the American business creed. How 
ardently It was worshiped lins been 
shown in recent investigations of a 
Senate committee on currency nnd 
hanking. Among the offerings made to 
It hare been mllliondnUnr bonuses In 
the steel and tolinceo industries. A- 
mong its devotees have been railroad 
presidents who were still receiving 
salaries well above the $100,000 mark 
when their railroads inadenpplientlon 
for financial aid from the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The salary incentive in the ease of 
some hankers lias proved Itself no 
Incentive to retqionsiblc leadership. 
In industry it often has been most 
honored In behalf of executives where 
it has been least honored in behalf of 
workers. And, of course, “Incentive” 
salaries to heads of railroads running 
deeply into “the red" nre Just n little 
Incongruous. 

The American public Is Just com¬ 
pleting a four—year course in depres¬ 
sion economics, with corollary reading 
In philosophy anil religion. As a result. 
It is ready to believe that men may 


work for some things besides money. 
It even suspects that men may work 
better for some things than for money. 
Htuart Chase has listed ten rensons 
other than financial gain why men 
will exert themselves. One Is thnt 
they find work con gening Another is 
a desire for approval or recognition; 
still another, love for someone who 
will he benefited. Loyalty to a group 
also "furnishes a temendous Incen¬ 
tive.” 

Ho when Mr. Wallace calls for a 
leadershl that will lie content witli 
modest monetary reward lie Is notcnl- 
llug for the Impossible But he Is rai¬ 
ling for a finer type of business 
leadership than the United States mis 
yet known in any considerable meas¬ 
ure. He Is recognizing that the kind 
of leadership produced by the hope 
of fiminelal profit is the kind of 
leadership whleh will measure Its ac¬ 
complishment too largely in terms of 
profit nnd almost Inevitable In terms 
of its own profit. 

Many thoughtful Americans already 
are of tills opinion. They are thinking 
along sound lines. It hns been asked 
whether any of the executives who 
have received a million or more dol¬ 
lars a year can In' worth that much. 
From tlie changing standpoint of 
Amerli’iiii thinking, some might an¬ 
swer that no man who was worth thnt 
miH'h would accept it. Among those 
who have been worth most to human¬ 
ity was one who had "not where to 
lay His head." And among Mr. Chase's 
reasons for work will lie found the 
reason for the first Christian's leader¬ 
ship—love. 

The kind of leadership thnt would 
fill Mr. Wallace’s demand will have 
to know this incentive. When It does 
no sum of money, no portion of tho 
world's wealth will lie great enough 
for its reward.—Christian Selencc | 
Monitor.

She Builds Million-Dollar 


Business in Life Insurance 


B UILDING a nitlllon-dollar busi¬ 
ness is an achievement at any 
time. But when the builder is a 
woman and when she starts from 
scratch while the country is in the 
midst of a depression, it is all the 
more remarkable. Yet that Is what 
Miss Sophia W. Bliven, of Phil¬ 
adelphia. has done. 

Not so many years ago Miss 
Bliven was secretary to the direc¬ 
tor of music at Cornell University. 
Later she was secretary of the 
First Moihodlst Church in Akron, 
Ohio. Then, feeling that she 
wished more independence and 
greater opportunities than were 
possible in a secretarial position, 
Bhe obtained employment as a life 
insurance agent. 

Sells to Other Women 

It was selling insurance that gave 
Miss Bliven her Idea upon which 
her business has been founded. 
Women, she learned, have almost 
as many needs for life insurance 
today as do men. Why not then, 
she reasoned, start a business com 
posed of women to sell life insur¬ 
ance to other women? 

Three years ago Bhe interested 
William A. Law und John A. Stev¬ 
enson. officials of tile Penn Mutual 
Life Insurance Company. With 
their cooperation, she established 
a woman’s division, opened a 
Bchool to teach a sinull group of 
women how to sell life insurance 
ami sent thorn out after business. 
In the first year her sales were Just 
under {1,000,000. Tile second year 
they were $2,370,000 and in the 
third she made a new record of 
$2,565,000. Today sho employs 
sixty women and is working towunl 
a goal of $3,000,000 for this year. 

Women Have Many Needs 

"The 1930 census showed ton mil¬ 
lion women employed," Miss Bliven 
said. "Most of them have Just as 
many needs for life Insurance as 
men. There is a large group of 
business und professional women 
who need retirement income pol¬ 
icies, there is another large group 
who support dependents and who

should have some form of life in¬ 
surance. there are hundreds of 
thousands of widows and divorcees 
ull of whom are potential buyers of 
life insurance for tlie protection of 
their children. 

"Furthermore there ure women 
who wish to make bequests, elderly 
women who Invest their money In 
annuities, aud women of means 
who wish to provide cash to pay 
Inheritance taxes and other charges 
against their estates. Tho needs 
which life Insurance meets for 
women are practically without a 
limit. 

"Wq In our woman’s division feel 
we understand yoinen better than 
men do. We realize their needs, we 
sympathize with them and we can 
talk intimutely with them. Perhaps 
that is why we have found them 
so appreciative of tho needs of life 
insurance.

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RECOVERY TREND 

‘ Earnings report* covering I) months 
operations provide eloquent testimony 
to Industry’s recuperative power dur¬ 
ing the first stage of recovery,” ac¬ 
cording to the .Standard Statistics Co. 
of New York, whose summary adds: 

“Combined earnings of 89 Industrial 
companies for the period were $191,- 
000,000 as compared with $73.000,000 
for the corresponding P months of 
1932, a gain of 100.1 percent. Five 
railroads earned $30,222,000, an in¬ 
crease of 00.3 percent. Utilities on 
tlie other hand showed decline of 11.3 
percent. Even more r 'markable nre 
results registered during llie third 
quarter. The identical 89 industrials 
reported aggregate earning* of $80,- 
970,000. virtually an 11-fold gain over 
llie similar J932 3 months ending Sep¬ 
tember 30. Practically every Industrial 
division Improved Its position. Rail¬ 
roads scored a 90 percent Increase, 
lint utilities continued to run behind. 
Virtually all industrial companies suc¬ 
ceeded In curtailing operating expens¬ 
es apart from labor costs. The bulk of 
gross Income expansion occurred in 
the last 3 months reported, in many 
eases eprmttting earlier 1933 losses to 
be canceled. 


WERE VOTERS AFRAID? 

The l no osed amendment to the con¬ 
stitution of Kentucky authorizing the 
general assembly to exempt from state 
taxation real estate and tangible per¬ 
sonalty was defeated by a narrow 
margin ut the isills. Early returns in 
(Heated its success, tint an error in 
certifying the result ill Floyd county 
caused the change In Hie picture. The 
News believes the amendment should 
have passed, altlio tf lodged tremen¬ 
dous power in the next general assem¬ 
bly. If the amendment had been s,- 
worded as to exempt from taxation 
all real estate up to $."JKiil it would 
have carried easily. As submitted, it 
gave the legislature pmvi r to remove 
state taxation from all real estate. 
Thus a man with a million dollar 
I uilding would have been freed from 
state taxation. True, the general as¬ 
sembly could have prescribed the 
terms of the exemption, carrying out 
the homestead Idea as suggested 
above. But legislatures do not always 
have a way of putting the wishes of 
the people into effect, and mnvbe th ■ 
voters had that In mind when they 
defeated the amendment.— Elizabeth¬ 
town News.

All able iiodied men who wish re¬ 
employment and who have previously 
been oil the rolls of the relief com¬ 
mittee will have to reregister and he 
classified by the reemployment com¬ 
mittee. 

Other Information concerning the 
work of the committee will lie an¬ 
nounced from time to time and the 
whole thing will be handled on a fair 
and impartial basis.
